Nearly  every  college  student,  at 
one  time  or  another,  is  faced  with 
some  type  of  problem.  In  reeognl- 
lion  of  this  fact  and  endeavoring 
to  see  a solution,  Rev.  Lawrence  J. 
Kelly.  S.  J..  Provincial  of  the  Mil.- 
N‘.  Y.  Jesuit  province  from  19112  to 
1928.  directed  that  a priest  be  ap- 
pointed In  each  college  nod  high 
school  to  act  as  student  counselor 
As  student  numbera  increased,  as- 
sisi.int  counaelor.s  were  appointed. 

Duties  Ttins-fold 

Here  at  Loyola,  the  duties  of  the 
t'oiinseiors  arc  threefold.  Kev.  Jos 
eph  dTnvilllers,  S.  J-.  head  of 
l>]yola's  group,  summed  up  Ibelr 
main  duties  by  stating.  "The  Stu- 
dent Counselor  la  supposed  to  be 
available  at  all  times  so  as  to  af- 
ford the  student  an  opportunity  to 
discuss  bis  problems.  These  dlfflcul- 
tles  may  stem  either  from  the  home, 
religious  difficulties,  personal  prob- 
lems or  scholastic  matters,”  Ho  add- 
ed, however,  that  there  should  be 
DO  mistako  made  in  thinking  that 
the  Counselors  are  the  sole  advisors 
on  the  campus,  since  every  faculty 
member  takes  an  iDiereat  In  his  stu- 
dents as  individuals. 

The  Student  Counselor  may  send 
lor  the  student  to  come  to  him.  or 
he  may  offer  his  services  to  those 
whom  he  knows  need  help.  Each 
year  at  the  beginning  of  the  term 


tiery  Freshman  is  given  what  is 
called  a Religious  Ciasaincatlon 
test.  This  questlunaire.  which  does 
not  count  in  any  way  against  the 
student,  helps  determine  what  de- 
flrlencies  exist  In  the  individual's 
knowledge  of  the  Catholic  Faith. 
The  questions  cover  a variety  of 
subjects.  Including  the  Sacraments, 
the  Commandments  and  prayers.

I>oyola  offers  iiiaiiy  opportunities  for  after-class  enjoyment 
and  profit.  Her  many  organizations  encompass  the  fields  of 
spiritual,  social,  alliletic,  literary  and  scientific  pureuit.  To  urge 
a student  to  eiilisl  Iiis  services  in  extra-eiirricular  activity  is  a 
sui)erfluon8  ivque.st  to  make  of  an  intelligent  man.  A thinking 
pei-son  sees  the  need  for  organized,  practical  activity. 

For  the  past  few  years  there  has  been  an  adequate  excuse  for 
apathy  towards  the  campus  organizations.  Veterans  found  theni- 
selve-s  hoiinil  by  otlicr.  more  serious  obligations.  Many  were 
)nnrne<l  and  some  were  forced  by  circum.stances  to  .seek  part-time 
employment.  A poll  of  this  year's  freshman  class  has  indicated 
Unit  tlie  age-level  of  the  College  freshman  has  dropped  consider- 
ably. Consequently,  the  percentage  of  obligation-bounil  students 
will  decrease.  This  should,  and  probably  will,  mean  mure  time 
fur  activitic-s.  Wietlier  or  not  this  potential  advantage  will  be 
realized  depends  upou  tlie  individual  student.  The  decision  and 
tlio  profits  are  liis.  lie  cannot  coui]dain  heciiuse  of  a lack  of 
wide  selection,  and  most  will  have  the  time.  It  resolves  itself 
to  a ipiestion  of  accepting  or  rejecting  a potential  good.  The  wise 
btudeiit  will  make  the  only  decision  possible.

No  Major  Changes  In  Policy  Envisioned 

The  new  year,  while  bringing  witli  it  no  luajor  changes  in 
l/oyola’s  athletic  policy,  neverthcle.ss  ushers  in  a new  lu-riod,  the 
effects  of  which  will  probably  be  felt  as  early  as  the  liiriO-’.'il  catii- 
liaign.  The  veteran  ora  is  rapidly  drawing  to  a close.  Small 
scliools  such  as  ours  had  to  expand  to  meet  the  great  iiuinhers  of 
students,  mostly  <1.  1..  aiiil  consequently  the  coaching  .stall’s  had 
u fairly  ample  suiijily  of  talent  from  which  to  choose.  With  con- 
ditions returning  to  iioniialcy,  however,  greater  depemlcnce  mnst 
be  placed  on  the  jiroducts  of  oiir  local  high  schools,  meuiiing  a 
lessening  in  age  ami  in  experience  of  ])rospective  candidates  for 
varaity  squads. 

In  the  Mason-Hixoii  conference  no  immediate  disadvantage 
should  be  felt,  because  most  of  the  other  member  colleges  will 
be  facing  smaller  enrollment,  and  a similar  dearth  of  material. 

Outside  of  tlie  conference  is  another  .stoiy. 

Institutions  like  Villanova,  LaSalle,  the  Uiiivcraity  of  Mary- 
land and  ntliers,  with  w'hom  Loyola  swaps  baskets  and  foul  shots 
tor  four  moiitliK  a year,  normally  have  large  enrollments  aud 
pi'oljiibly  won’t  he  affected  ns  acutely  ns  are  siualler  colleges. 
In  fact,  we  may  run  into  some  difficulty  trying  to  meet  the  big 
fellows  on  the  same  terms  as  we  have  for  the  i)ast  several  yeai-s. 

More  Home  Basketball  Games 

Speaking  of  basketball,  autliurities  in  the  athletic  office  re- 
veal that  a 2")  game  schedule  has  been  drawn  up  for  this  year's 
team,  an  increase  of  one  game  over  lost  .season.  But  the  number 
of  home  contests  has  jumped  to  fifteen,  as  against  twelve  for 
last  year.  All  of  which  means  that  in  rccognitiou  of  the  excellent 
support  extended  to  the  team  by  students  and  alumni  last  year, 
they  are  being  given  more  opportunity  to  see  their  boys  in  action 
at  Evergreen  this  year.

All  rules  and  repufuttonj 
not  herfiji  iirovldcd  (or  icill  be 
governed  by  Ihc  Intcnialional  Foot- 
ball Jlules  of 

1.  The  official  field  upon  which  the 
game  sluill  he  pl.aycd  will  be  SO 
yards  in  length,  and  40  ynrds  in 
width,  marked  at  20  yard  in- 
tervals with  lines  parallel  to 
the  goal  line. 

2.  The  game  shall  be  played  by 
two  teams  of  nine  men  each, 
with  one  ot  the  men  serving  as 
"Acting  Captain,"  The  Offensive 
team  must  have  five  men  on  the 
line  and  four  men  iu  tbe  back- 
field.  Defensive  team's  position 
will  be  optional. 

3.  Official  shoes  shall  be  regula- 
tion gym  shoes.  No  cleats  are 
permitted  and  no  regulation 
football  gear  will  be  used. 

4.  All  games  must  start  within  10 
minutes  after  time  posted  on 
schedule. 

5.  The  game  shall  be  played  in 
two  periods  of  20  minutes  each, 
with  n 5 minute  rest  period  be- 
tween halves.  Each  team  shall 
be  entitled  to  2 time-outs  of  1 
minute  each  half  without  a 
penalty.  There  .shall  be  no  time- 
out during  tbe  last  five  minutes 
of  the  game  unless  called  by 
the  referee  because  of  an  Injury 
to  a player. 

G Rules  for  scoring  shall  be  the 
same  as  regular  football. 

7.  Scoring  for  Standing  Iu  Lea- 
gue shall  he  as  follows;  Win— 
6 ptB;  Tlo— 3 pLa;  Loae — 0. 

8.  The  Home  team  shall  have  the 
choice  at  the  beginning  of  the 
game  to  kick-off,  or  receive,  or 
position  on  the  field.  The 
Home  team  mtry  olecC  to  do 
only  one  of  the  above  three 
choices.  At  the  beginning  of 
tbe  2nd  half,  the  visiting  team 
will  have  the  choice  of  kicking 
or  receiving.  The  position  of  the 
teams  on  the  field  will  auto- 
matically change  at  the  begin- 
ning of  tbe  2nd  halt. 

9.  The  Kick-off  shall  be  made  from 
the  kicking  team's  20  yd.  line.

A kick-off 
ball  that  goes  out  of  bounds 
beyond  the  20  yd.  line  shall 
be  brought  up  to  the  20  yd.

Richard  Cadigan.  of  the  Class  of 
June  ’52,  represented  Evergreen  at 
the  National  Studonte  Association 
Convention  at  the  University  of  Il- 
linois in  Champagne,  Illinois,  the 
last  week  of  August. 

Cadigan  succeeds  Edward  McNeil 
as  senior  delegate  from  Loyola  to 
the  students  association.  Larry 
Rodowskl,  June  '52,  has  been  ap- 
pointed Junior  delegate  from  Ever- 
green. 

477  Delegates  Attend 
Attending  the  Champagne  con- 
vention were  ■177  delegates,  repre- 
senting over  one  million  students 
from  the  United  States,  its  terri- 
tories and  possessions. 

Loyola  College  is  a member  of  the 
Mason-Dlxon  delegation  to  the  Na- 
tional Students  Association.  The 
Mason-Dlxon  representatives  con- 
trol a bloc  of  11.  votes. 

The  principal  and  most  contriiver- 
slal  topic  of  discussion  before  the 
assembly  was  the  question  "Should 
the  National  Students  Association 
merge  completely  with  the  Soviet- 
dominated  International  Union  of 
Students?" 

Defeat  Unity  Mco.sure 
This  resolution  was  defeated  on 
the  floor  but  the  members  later  vot- 
ed for  afflliatlon  on  a nonpoliilcal 
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basis  by  a margin  of  205-177. 

Students’  Rights  was  another 
question  put  before  the  convention. 
The  New  York  delegation  contest- 
ed that  a student  has  the  right  to 
strike  whenever  student  opinion 
feels  drastic  measures  are  neces- 
sary. This  resolution  was  tabled  for 
next  year's  convention. 

Rods  Can  Teach 

The  delegates  also  resolved  that 
a teacher  should  not  be  restrained 
from  teaching  if  ho  has  Communis- 
tic leanings  since  bis  political 
views  "could  not  affect  his  teach- 
ing.’’ 

Principal  result  of  the  NSA  con- 
vention was  substantially  the  same 
as  last  year:  the  NSA  will  co- 
operate with  lUS  on  a uonpolltlcal 
basis.
